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Woman is 
jailed for 
setting fire 
to her flat 

A WOMAN has been jailed 
for three years and four 
months after starting a fire 
at a flat in Walsall that put 
lives at risk and caused 
£7,500 worth of damage. 

Debra Neely hurled items 
out of a window, damaging a 
parked car below, before 
setting light to the curtains 
of the first-floor property in 
Caldmore Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard on Tuesday. 

Police arrived to discover 
that the 38-year-old had bar¬ 
ricaded herself in the flat. 

Prosecutor Mark Rees 
continued: “When officers 
managed to open the living 
room door they felt a rush of 
heat. 

“After a struggle, the 
police managed to get her 
out of the property and the 
fire was extinguished. 

“She later admitted that 
she was drunk and had been 
taking drugs.” 

Neely, who had a previous 
conviction for arson during 
which she set light to a 
bedsit in 2007, admitted bar¬ 
ricading the door of the flat 
but had no recollection of 
throwing items out of the 
window, the court was told. 

Mr Scott Ashdown, 
defending, said: “This was 
not the behaviour of some¬ 
body acting rationally. 

Cocaine 

“She had been drinking 
copiously, had smoked 
cannabis and then took 
crack cocaine.” 

Neely, of Wednesbury 
Road, Pleck, who had 
numerous previous convic¬ 
tions for dishonesty, violence 
and prostitution, admitted 
arson while reckless as to 
whether life was endangered 
and causing criminal 
damage on May 26. 

She was jailed by Judge 
Helen Hughes, who told her: 
“You have an appalling 
record of offences of all sorts 
going back over 20 years and 
the downward spiral of your 
life culminated in this 
offence, which occurred 
when you had reached rock 
bottom. 

“Regardless of whether it 
was an impulsive action 
fuelled by drink, drugs and a 
wish to end your life, this 
caused serious risk, not only 
to yourself but to other 
people,” she added.

WORK on the delayed 
revamp of the historic 
Walsall Arboretum Lido will 
begin next week. 

The park attraction, 
which has been used by fam¬ 
ilies since 1953, is due to be 
replaced with interactive 
water jets after it was con¬ 
demned as unhygienic. 

The £250,000 project was 
initially due to be completed 
by the summer but was 
delayed and now will start 
on Tuesday. 

It is expected to be com¬ 
plete by the middle of 
November. 

The new area for the 
town’s premier park was 
originally expected to be 
ready in time for the school 
holidays. 

Leisure chiefs said the 
decision was taken to min¬ 
imise disruption during the 
busy summer months while 
the main £7.6 million 
restoration of the Arbore¬ 
tum continued. 

Walsall Council leisure 
chief Councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “Work starts on 
site on September 11, com¬ 
pletion is expected mid- 
November. The contractor is 
Ustigate Limited.” 

The initial scheme was 
revised to add in a re-circula- 
tion system, allowing water 
to be recycled, which was 
considered a more cost- 
effective project. 

The lido dates back more 
than 50 years but in 1994 
was developed into the 
Treasure Island playground. 

Empty shops 
figures worry 

WALSALL has the second 
highest number of empty 
shops in the Midlands, 
according to new figures. 

The vacancy rate in the 
town is now 29.6 per cent, 
statistics from the Local 
Data Company have shown, 
with only Nottingham 
higher. 

The rate is up 3.6 per cent 
this year, with Wolverhamp¬ 
ton also in the 10 worst-per¬ 
forming centres. 

It comes as efforts have

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Thug is jailed after biting man's ear 


A THUG who bit off part of another 
man’s ear during a “savage” attack 
in Walsall town centre has been 
jailed for six-and-a-half years. 

Jonathon Williams, aged 34, and 
Rhys Maiden, 21, chased Jonathan 
Grant before launching an attack in 
the early hours of April 2 last year, 
Stafford Crown Court heard. The 
pair had previously been out drink¬ 
ing in the town centre. 

Miss Amy Jacobs, prosecuting, 


said they both punched and kicked 
their victim before Williams bit off 
part of his victim’s right ear. 

Maiden, of Dartmouth Avenue, 
Bloxwich, was also handed a 23- 
week prison sentence, suspended for 
two years, for his part in the attack. 

Mr Grant also suffered bruising 
and the court was told that his ear 
had been permanently disfigured. 

Williams, of no fixed abode, had 
denied a charge of wounding with 


intent but was convicted after trial 
at Stafford Crown Court. 

Maiden admitted assault causing 
actual bodily harm but denied 
kicking the victim. He claimed he 
had seen Williams with a cut to his 
head and attacked Mr Grant 
because he thought he had caused 
the injury. 

In mitigation for Maiden, Miss 
Laura Hobson said he was usually a 
“polite and helpful” man and that 


his behaviour had been out of char¬ 
acter and “foolish”. 

Judge Mark Eades, sentencing 
Williams, said he had been “savage”. 
He told him: “You took it upon your¬ 
self to bite his ear. That was a con¬ 
scious act. You had to take his ear in 
your mouth and clamp down on it.” 

As well as the suspended prison 
sentence, Maiden was ordered to 
carry out 200 hours unpaid work 
and pay £600 costs.

Talks fail 
to protect 
bus route 
getting cut 

EMERGENCY talks to save 
a bus service through 
Walsall have fallen through 

The X31 Arriva, which 
links Cannock and Birming¬ 
ham via Walsall, ended on 
Saturday. 

The route was due to be 
axed on June 2 as bosses said 
it was under-used. 

But transport authority 
Centro and Staffordshire 
County Council stepped in 
to fund it while discussions 
took place. 

But Arriva Midlands 
spokesman Keith Myatt 
said: “We have considered 
numerous initiatives to 
retain service X31, unfortu¬ 
nately none have shown to 
be sustainable in the long 
term. 

“We apologise for the 
inconvenience this decision 
will have.” 

Willenhall North council¬ 
lor Ian Shires voiced his dis¬ 
appointment and said the 
service had proved popular. 

Centro’s area manager, 
Babs Coombes said every 
effort had been made to try 
to keep the service. 

“Unfortunately low pas¬ 
senger numbers have left 
the X31 commercial unvi- 
able and the route has also 
failed to meet the criteria 
needed to justify a subsidy of 
taxpayers’ money,” she said. 


But they are being asked to 
leave them alone so thieves 
can be caught in the act. 

A similar problem hap¬ 
pened in September 2010, 
with carp, tench and roach 
all being poached. 

Fresh reports have 
emerged over the past few 
weeks, with concerns the 
problem may have returned, 
despite previous efforts to 
stamp it out.

“We’ve had several people 
in the Moxley area tell us 
about it in the past couple of 
weeks,” he said. 

“We’ve been told people 
are camping in the wood and 
nicking the fish. 

Urged 

“It’s disgraceful. Moor¬ 
croft Wood has been recog¬ 
nised as a proper fishery 
recently and so it’s not fair 
for this kind of thing to be 
happening. 

“Something needs to be 
done to try to stamp this 
out.” 

Councillor Bott urged 
people to report any thefts or 
suspicious activity. 

Anglers are allowed to fish 
at the pool as long as they 
have a rod licence. 

Leisure chief Anthony 
Harris said: “At the turn of 
the year we received a 
number of reports claiming 
people had been seen 
walking onto the reserve 
and putting nets down in the 
pool. 

“We believe the offenders 
visit the site at dusk and 
return later in the day to 
collect the catch.”

SCIENCE blocks at a top 
Walsall school are set to be 
extended after current class¬ 
rooms were branded “signif¬ 
icantly smaller than 
recommended”. 

Work would be carried out 
at Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School, Sutton Road. 

An application submitted 
to council planners said the 
present science classrooms 
are too small and so restrict 
the types of lessons taught. 

A statement submitted by 
Rush Davis Chartered 
Architects said: “The 
school’s science accommoda¬ 
tion does not comply with 
the normal standards 
advised by the Department 
for Education with a 
number of the existing 
science laboratories being 
significantly smaller than 
recommended. 

“This restricts the size of 
groups that can be taught in 
them and the types of 
lessons - more theoretical 
and less practical.” 

It added science was a 
popular and successful 
subject for the school’s 680 
pupils, meaning improve¬ 
ments in the accommoda¬ 
tion are “a top priority”. 

Extending the laborato¬ 
ries would bring them up to 
the recommended size using 
a little-used paved area next 
to the teaching block. 

Delight at 
expansion 

THE expansion of a plastic 
pipework company into a 
new base in Darlaston has 
been welcomed by council 
chiefs. John Davidson Pipes 
is to develop the former 
Hewden Hire Depot, Church 
Street. 

It will replace a single 
storey building with a work¬ 
shop with a trade counter 
and office. Up to eight people 
will be employed. 

Walsall Council planners 
agreed after there were no 
objections from the commu¬ 
nity to the scheme. 

Head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “The use of 
the premises for storage and 
distribution purposes with 
ancillary trade counter is 
acceptable.”

Up to 50 stalls selling vintage, handmade 
and craft goods will be set up for the inaugu¬ 
ral event. Inquiries have already been 
received from traders keen to take on a 
pitch. 

The market will be held from 5pm to 9pm 
on The Bridge. 

The idea of a night market was drawn up 
as part of the bid to become a Mary Portas 


pilot town. But when Walsall Council missed 
out on the funding to help boost the town 
centre, bosses decided to plough ahead with 
plans for the market anyway. 

Carl Mitchell, from Bonce Salon and a 
member of the Walsall Town Team, said: 
“Although previously we said the night 
market would be available in September, 
this new date will be nearer the festive 
season and give us more time to ensure it’s 
a success.” 


Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “We’re confident the scheme 
will be a success and is exactly what the 
town centre needs.” 

Meanwhile, an Italian market will return 
to Willenhall, following a “hugely success¬ 
ful” first visit last year. 

Italia in Piazza will come back to the town 
on November 9. 

Councillor Andrew said: “Last year’s 
Italian market in Willenhall proved to be a 


massive success and so we always planned to 
bring it back again. 

“Italian food is very popular and we are 
always keen to push events like this, which 
offer people the chance to experience some¬ 
thing a bit different. 

“I’m sure Italia in Piazza will capture the 
imagination of local shoppers and attract 
visitors from elsewhere.” 

Traders in the town have also welcomed 
the move and hope it will boost footfall. 


Council in rethink on 
car parking charges 


PARKING charges at council-owned town 
centre car parks could be reduced in Walsall 
town centre under new plans, it has been 
revealed. 

Walsall Council bosses have announced the review of 
charges following private company NCP’s price reduction 
on one of its town centre sites. 

The move would cut into the £1 million plus that is gen¬ 


erated for the council 
through its car parking 
charges. 

However, all money made 
is ploughed back into main¬ 
taining the town’s car parks. 

The plans have been 
announced after NCP 
reduced prices at its Freer 
Street site to £3 a day and 
free on Sundays. 

Compete 

A review of car parking in 
the heart of the borough is 
expected to be concluded 
within weeks. 

Walsall Council leader 
Mike Bird added: “We are 
looking at the possibility of 
reducing our charges. We 
have got to compete.” 

Transport chief Tom 
Ansell said a trial reduction 
of £2.80 for four hour stays 
has remained in place since 
it was introduced last winter 
and said reductions were 
“being looked at along with 
all the options”.

Service 30 will run hourly between Cheapside in Willen¬ 
hall and Bilston bus station four days a week from Septem¬ 
ber 24. 

Buses will serve the Herberts Park Estate in Darlaston 
where people said a bus was desperately needed. The estate 
used to be served by the 339 service which was dropped fol¬ 
lowing a review. 

The new service will be operated by Walsall Community 
Transport and buses will also go via Moxley High Street. 

Walsall Community Transport chief officer John Elliot 
said: “This particular service will get into some estates that 
are not currently served. There was a big call for this.”

Canoe among debris on motorway 


BE it a canoe, a bathroom suite, a 
fridge or animals - they have all 
caused hold-ups on the M6 in the 
region during the past 12 months. 

The Highways Agency has 
revealed there were 1,270 reports of 
debris on the motorway between 
Junctions 7 at Great Barr and 14 at 
Stafford in one year alone. 

A three seater sofa, bikes and a set 
of golf clubs were also among the 


items to be removed along with 59 
animals such as dogs and swans. 

Staff received the calls in the 12 
months up to the end of July. 

This was alongside the more fre¬ 
quent reports to remove ladders, 
buckets, lorry straps, wheel barrows 
and tyre debris. The Highways 
Agency has warned they can be 
extremely hazardous to vehicles 
travelling at speed and are now 


urging motorists to take care when 
loading cars and lorries. 

John McTaggart, Highways 
Agency head of on-road operations 
for northern England, said: “Our 
statistics clearly show that High¬ 
ways Agency traffic officers regu¬ 
larly have to bring the M6 
carriageway to a temporary halt to 
retrieve debris from the carriage¬ 
way. Such incidents can take time 


for traffic officers and the emer¬ 
gency services to deal with and cause 
delays for other road users. 

“Motorists are reminded that 
overloaded roof racks or poorly 
secured loads can lead to belongings 
falling off onto the carriageway. 

“Load them up sensibly and 
double-check they are secure before 
setting off for your safety and the 
safety of other road users.”

Parking 
for free 
an issue 
at store 

THE issue of parking at the 
multi-million pound Tesco 
supermarket in Walsall 
remains a “complex legal 
and planning issue,” council 
chiefs say. 

Walsall Council said the 
firm was breaking planning 
rules by letting motorists 
use the 750-space site for 
free and talks have been 
held. 

The superstore did change 
its free parking for shoppers 
from three to two hours. But 
the authority had asked for 
pay and display for non¬ 
shoppers to stop them 
leaving cars for long periods. 

The issue is being looked 
at as the council reviews 
parking in the town centre. 

It has emerged less than 
half the spaces are being 
filled on council-owned sites. 

Council leader Mike Bird, 
said: “We were pleased that 
Tesco had reduced its 
parking limit from three 
hours to two. 

“It’s a complex legal and 
planning issue and the 
council is heavily involved in 
a major review of car parks 
in the town centre. A report 
is likely to go to cabinet later 
in the year.” 

The £55 million Littleton 
Street supermarket opened 
in December 2010.

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MP raises 
fears on car 
tax contract 

AN MP from Wallsall has 
written to the Transport 
Secretary urging her to 
make sure post offices con¬ 
tinue offering services for 
motorists. 

Post Office Ltd is cur¬ 
rently bidding for a 10-year 
new contract with the 
Driver and Vehicle Licens¬ 
ing Agency(DVLA) so it can 
continue offering services 
such as driving licence appli¬ 
cations and vehicle tax lists. 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick has contacted 
Justine Greening after 
receiving numerous letters 
from constituents. 

The Labour MP said: “It 
appears that the Govern¬ 
ment will shortly decide 
whether such services will 
remain available and will 
continue to be available at 
post offices. 

“In my letter to Justine 
Greening, I have pointed out 
that if such facilities are 
taken away from post offices 
the danger will be that far 
more will close down perma¬ 
nently; this will undoubt¬ 
edly be detrimental to 
communities, including of 
course my constituency as 
well.” 

He added he expected the 
issue will be raised in the 
Commons by MPs. 

Serco sees a 
revenue rise 

OUTSOURCING group Ser¬ 
co, which runs education 
services in Walsall, has seen 
a 4.3 per cent increase in 
revenue in the first half of 
this year. 

But while it grew from 
£2.24 billion last year to 
£2.34bn, profits before tax 
were down 4.7per cent from 
£123.6m to £117.8m. 

The Sandwell waste col¬ 
lection group won £4.2bn of 
new contracts in the first six 
months and its order book 
stood at £19.4bn at the end 
of June. Serco said challeng¬ 
ing market conditions in the 
US had been largely offset 
by the resilience of its broad 
portfolio. 

Scheme soon 
for museum 

DESIGNS for a museum and 
history complex in Walsall 
are expected to be drawn up 
in the coming months. A fea¬ 
sibility study on bringing 
together Walsall Museum 
and the Local History 
Centre is due to be com¬ 
pleted shortly. 

Walsall Council is looking 
at the possibility of moving 
them, together with the 
leather museum in Littleton 
Street West. 


Pet ban for couple who docked puppies' tails 


A COUPLE who illegally docked the tails of 
puppies before trying to sell the animals 
over the internet have been banned from 
keeping dogs for five years. 

The seven rottweilers belonging to 
Joanna Dukes and Richard Devey, from 
Brownhills, had elastic bands wrapped 
around the tails to stop the blood flow so 
they fell off. 

Walsall Magistrates Court was told it had 
been done for cosmetic reasons and they 
were being advertised for £200 each to pay 
for a family holiday. 

Dukes, aged 43, of Friezland Lane, was 


responsible for putting on the elastic bands 
although 31 year-old Devey had been aware 
she was going to carry out the action. 

Magistrates also sentenced the pair to a 
12-month community order with unpaid 
work and a bill of £792 each when they 
appeared before the court. 

Dukes admitted a charge of removing the 
whole or part of a dog’s tail at a previous 
hearing while Devey pleaded guilty to two 
offences of allowing and permitting tail 
docking to be carried out. 

An RSPCA inspector visited the home of 
the couple, who have three children, on 


April 20 this year where they found the 
adult dog Zena and the puppies. 

In interview, Dukes said she did not know 
it was illegal to carry out such a practice of 
tail docking, while Devey said he had not 
seen a rottweiler with a tail. 

Mr Roger Price, prosecuting for the 
RSPCA, said although it was not a large 
scale commercial venture of breeding there 
was a commercial element. The puppies 
were sold for £150 each. 

He said the adult rottweiler Zena had 
given birth to the puppies. 

Mrs Pallo Dhariwal, defending, told the 


court that Dukes had grown up with rot¬ 
tweilers’ and never seen such a dog with a 
tail. She added if Devey had known of poten¬ 
tial harm or distress to the puppies he would 
have never allowed the docking to take 
place. 

Mrs Dhariwal said: “They accept what 
they had done is actually wrong. They are 
regretful and remorseful of their actions.” 

Dukes was ordered to carry out 225 hours 
of unpaid work and Devey 175 hours. 

The docking of tails is only allowed on 
working dogs and must be carried out by a 
vet within five days of birth. 


Jail for driver who killed 
four on a family day out 


A DRIVER from Walall whose car crashed into 
a people carrier, killing four members of the 
same family, has been sent behind bars after 
being found guilty of causing death by care¬ 
less driving.

Thief stole 
from home 
of his wife's 
grandmother 

A WALSALL man stole £130 
contained inside three 
money boxes, from the 
home of his wife’s grand¬ 
mother while she was out 
visiting her cancer stricken 
husband in hospital, a court 
heard 

Martin Jones gained 
access to Maureen Golding’s 
home in the Black Country 
with a key which was kept in 
an outside safe. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told Jones at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last week 
that his offence was “partic¬ 
ularly mean”. 

Curfew 

The court heard Jones, 
aged 25, of Willow Grove, 
visited Mrs Golding on May 
26 and knew she was 
heading out later. 

A neighbour saw him 
entering Mrs Golding’s 
house and called the police. 

Jones was arrested the fol¬ 
lowing day. He admitted a 
charge of burglary. 

He was handed an eight- 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He must also comply with 
a three-month curfew, 12- 
months of supervision and 
complete 200-hours of 
unpaid work. 


ing two vehicles when he 
crashed into the back of a 
Peugeot 807 people carrier, 
sending it crashing into a 
Welsh reservoir. 

The vehicle plunged seven 
metres below the surface 
and only driver Denise Grif¬ 
fith, aged 56, and her dog, 
Milly survived the incident. 

Mrs Griffith’s husband 
Emyr, 66, mother Phyllis 
Hooper, 84, and two foster 
sons Peter Briscome and 
Liam Govier, both 14, died. 

A jury cleared 24-year-old 
Dyche of four counts of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving, but found him 
guilty of four counts of 
causing death by careless 
driving. 

It was then revealed that 
Dyche, who lived in Hol¬ 
lands Road, Blakenall Heath 
until 2010, had finished a 
ban for driving while dis¬ 
qualified and without insur¬ 
ance three months before the 
crash in April 2011. 

Sentencing him to four 
years jail at Caernarfon 
Crown Court, Judge Niclas 
Parry said: “This behaviour 
and your previous convic¬ 
tions for motoring matters 
has confirmed you as a 
chancer behind the wheel.” 

Dyche, who had denied all 
the charges, had said he was 
satisfied that it was safe to 
overtake on the road near 
Llanidloes. 

The family had been trav¬ 
elling back from a day out in 
Machynlleth to their holiday 
caravan near Llandrindod 
Wells when the incident hap¬ 
pened at about 2.25pm. 

The court was told 
mechanic Dyche had been

rushing because he was late 
for work and hit the car while 
overtaking, sending it crash¬ 
ing into the reservoir. 

He attempted to overtake 
two cars on the B4518 at the 
Llyn Clywedog Reservoir, 
near Llanidloes. 

Mr Simon Mills, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Mrs Griffith went to 
pull into a layby. As she did 
the silver Ford Mondeo 
driven by Dyche went to 
overtake a black Volkswagen 
and the Peugeot 806 being 
driven by her. 

He struck her vehicle 
which as a result rolled down 
the embankment and into 
the water, plunging seven 
metres below the surface. 

Dyche explained at the 
scene that he had been 
rushing because he was late 


and signed a notebook 
belonging to a police officer 
saying it was his fault. 

However, when he was for¬ 
mally interviewed, he tried 
to explain away the admis¬ 
sions as having resulted from 
panic and shock. 

The trial was told that fol¬ 
lowing the collision Dyche 
said it “felt like the end of the 
world. I felt helpless and 
useless as there was nothing 
I could do.” 

Shunted 

Giving evidence he said 
that he had been travelling 
behind the family’s Peugeot 
807 people carrier and a 
Volkswagen Passat when he 
decided it was safe to over¬ 
take. 

“I looked and it was clear, I 


checked my mirrors, again in 
front of me and indicated and 
started my manoeuvre,” he 
said. 

“I felt it was safe to do so 
and at this stage the Peugeot, 
which was in front of the 
Volkswagen, did not have its 
indicator on to turn right. All 
of a sudden the people carrier 
was in front of me and I 
pressed the brake as hard as 
I could, but shunted the 
vehicle.” 

When cross-examined by 
the prosecution that at the 
scene he was telling people 
that it was his fault because 
he was running late for work, 
then changed his views at the 
police station, he replied: “I 
am an honest man.” 

He was also given an extra 
six months for a previously 


suspended sentence for han¬ 
dling stolen goods. He will be 
banned from driving for four 
years upon his release from 
prison. 

It was also revealed that 
when the incident happened, 
Dyche had just finished a ban 
for driving while disqualified 
and without insurance in 
January that year. 

The court heard that he 
had also been disqualified for 
driving without insurance 
and for driving while disqual¬ 
ified in August 2010 and had 
a conviction for theft, also in 
2010. 

Alison Govier, 38, the 
natural mother of Liam, 
said: “This past year has 
been the worst of my life. It 
feels like my life has been on 
hold.”

Hours move helps tackle 
hospital food problems 


CHANGES to visiting hours at 
Walsall Manor Hospital have 
helped stamp out the problem of 
relatives eating food intended for 
patients, bosses have insisted. 

Relatives seen eating patients’ food at the 
Moat Road hospital will be asked to stop, 
chiefs have pledged. 

Visitor hours were changed after com¬ 
plaints visitors were eating food intended 
for patients and in some cases, were 
requesting extra food. Bosses said they have 
had no complaints since then. 

Concerns about the problem were raised 
at the annual meeting of Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust. Hospital chiefs vowed they had 
taken action then but further complaints 
were made about the problem continuing. 

Kathryn Halford, associate director of 
nursing at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, 
said there was a system of protected meal¬ 
times across the trust. 

“This means patients don’t receive treat¬ 
ment, unless it’s an emergency, and all visi¬ 
tors are asked to leave the ward whilst 
patients eat their meals, unless they are 
helping with feeding their relative,” she 
said. “We do not give relatives patient food 
and if anybody is found to be eating their rel¬ 
ative’s food they are asked to stop. 

“This became a problem when we 
extended visiting times, which was done fol¬ 
lowing the feedback we had received from 
our patients. 

“Since visiting hours across most of the 
organisation have now been revised to 2pm 
to 7pm, we have had no further reports of 
relatives and visitors eating patients food.” 

A visitor claimed last month she had seen 
food being eaten by patients’ relatives just 
weeks after the hospital said action had 
been taken.

A WOODCRAFT and joinery firm 
in Walsall is closing with the loss 
of 16 jobs after an appeal for new 
buyers failed. 

All the workers at Beacon Woodcraft 
have now been made redundant. It comes 
despite a last-ditch plea in June for a buyer 
to come forward to take it over. 

Workers have spent the last few weeks 
completing existing orders that were on the 
company’s books. Some were linked to the 
London 2012 Olympic Games. 

The Queen Street joinery firm is now 
expected to go into liquidation. 

Beacon Woodcraft was set up in 1961 and 
had a workforce of 16, half of which had 
been made redundant by June. Some had 
been with the firm for more than 35 years. 

Increased competition and tight margins 
have been blamed for the closure. 

Andrew Turpin, spokesman for adminis¬ 
trators Poppleton & Appleby, said: “With 
the support of customers and suppliers we 
have successfully completed the company’s 
order book, which included jobs subject to 
time constraints for the Olympics. 

“This created a far better result for the 
creditors of the company. All employees 
have been made redundant as existing con¬ 
tracts with the company were completed.” 

Mr Turpin said many of the workers have 
found new employment due to the highly- 
skilled nature of their trade. 

“We expect the company to move to liqui¬ 
dation in due course in order that a dividend 
can be paid to creditors,” he added. 

The company was kept in working order 
while an appeal for a buyer was launched. 

But no suitable bids were made, sealing 
the fate of the company and its workers.

Residents and motorists have been 
warned more than 20 lorries a day are due 
to arrive at the site. Sports will still not be 
able to take place until later next year as the 
land needs time to establish. 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris 
said the fencing would remain in place after 
the works had been completed to protect the 
grass seeding until it has established. 

“It is anticipated that the fields will be 
ready for organised football by the 2013/14 
season and for cricket by 2014,” he said. 

“The main construction works are sched¬ 
uled to start in the week commencing Sep¬ 
tember 10 and should last for around five to 
six weeks 

“During this time there will be an 
increased number of lorries entering and 
leaving the site and there will be construc¬ 
tion activity on the site itself. We will be 
taking all reasonable precautions to min¬ 
imise any disturbance to the local commu¬ 
nity.” 

Steps include vehicles only being allowed 
to enter and leave the site by a left turn so 
that they do not have to cross the traffic.

ALMOST £100,000 will be 
ploughed into improving allot¬ 
ments in Walsall over the next 12 
months with new plots, better 
security and community gardens. 

Cash is being earmarked to clear up sites 
and add new features following a boom in 
the number of people keen to grown their 
own crops. It comes as work is being done to 
reduce waiting lists for allotments in 
Walsall, after new sought-after plots 
recently became available. 

A firm action plan of where the money is 
being allocated is being drawn up. However, 
a total of £92,000 has been set aside by 
Walsall Council in this financial year. 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris 
said: “There is a budget set aside for 
working with community groups in the cre¬ 
ation and development of community 
gardens. This can include land clearance, 
providing infrastructure, garden features, 
training and supporting volunteers. 

“Improvements to allotment sites may 
include infrastructure improvements such 
as pathways, the setting out of plots, secu¬ 
rity enhancements and identifying opportu¬ 
nities to create new plots. It is also part of 
our allotment strategy to provide toilets at 
the council-managed sites.” 

Small plots were recently put on offer at 
the Victoria Road site, Darlaston, with 
others at Ince Road and Addenbrooke 
Street. It emerged in June that 152 people 
were still queuing up for a plot on one of the 
10 council-managed sites. However, 44 plots 
have been created in the past year. 

A community allotment is also being lined 
up for land at the Mirus Academy, Bloxwich, 
and follows an orchard being planted in the 
area in spring.

Meeting is 
needed on 
hall’s fate - 
campaigner 


AN ACTION group that aims to preserve a his¬ 
toric hall on the Walsall-Sandwell border has 
criticised the new owners for issuing a ques¬ 
tionnaire to thousands of homes instead of 
hosting a public meeting about its future. 

Th e Great Barr Hall H by Harry Gottshalk 
Action Committee, sup- _ 


ported by Beacon Action 
Group, had asked a consor¬ 
tium of 10 local businessmen 
and professionals which 
acquired the hall this year to 
hold a meeting to inform the 
public about its plans for the 
derelict building. 

Peter Allen, the chairman 
of the committee, said a 
meeting was essential before 
a questionnaire about the 
hall’s future was sent out. 

But a spokesman for the 
consortium said a public 
meeting would be held later. 

The questionnaire has 
already been sent to 2,000 
homes and Walsall Council is 
looking to send it to a further 
2,500. 

Mr Allen said the distribu¬ 
tion of a questionnaire to 
local caused great concern. 

“Their under lying inten¬ 
tion was laudable, the gath¬ 
ering of public opinion can 
be immensely valuable, but 
the way they have gone 
about it is, in our opinion, 


inappropriate and deeply 
flawed,” he said. 

“Our immediate response 
on being shown a first draft 
of the questionnaire was to 
advise against its release - 
for good and sound reasons. 

“The document on its own 
could not yield meaningful 
results, as few local resi¬ 
dents had more than a 
passing acquaintance with 
Great Barr Hall and its his¬ 
toric grounds, and none 
would be fully aware of the 
complex issues concerned 
with planning, historicity, 
administration and the envi¬ 
ronment.” 

Mike Lapworth, of Lap- 
worth Architects, said the 
questionnaire, which was 
encouraged by Walsall 
Council, would not be the 
only opportunity for the 
public to have their say. 

“It was always our inten¬ 
tion to hold public meetings 
in due course,” he said.

REDUCED charges at a multi¬ 
storey car park in Walsall has 
seen take-up of some spaces 
rocket by almost 50 per cent. 

Private car park operator NCP slashed 
fees at its Freer Street in June. A similar 
more was made at its Wulfrun car park in 
Wolverhampton 

Bosses said the move was boosting local 
businesses as drivers were spending more 
time in both areas. 

A £3 all-day charge was brought in at 
Walsall to replace the original £7.50 fee, 
along with free parking on Sundays. 

Figures have shown an increase of 43 per 
cent at the Freer Street site compared to the 
same period last year when the normal tariff 
was in place. At Wulfrun, there has been a 
14 per cent rise in numbers of motorists. 

Derek Kirkwood, cluster manager for the 
parking operator, said: “NCP has been 
delighted with the public’s response to our 
price changes in Freer Street and the 
Wulfrun Centre. 

“Changing the price to £3 at Freer Street 
has meant that the daily usage has 
increased significantly because people know 
that they can park all day for a fixed price - 
spending the extra time in the town which is 
aiding the local businesses. 

“Customers are telling us that this is 
what they have been looking for as they are 
always conscious of the parking charges in 
the competitor sites.” 

Sunday parking charges were controver¬ 
sially introduced on council-run car parks in 
Walsall almost three years ago. It recently 
emerged fewer than half the parking spaces 
at the authority’s sites are being filled.

Woman's joy as missing 
mother found by charity

A MOTHER-of-two in Walsall 
has thanked the British Red 
Cross after the charity traced 
her missing mother and put 
the pair back in touch. 

Amuun Mohamoud, 41, asked the 
charity for help finding her mother 
Zara who she last saw in a refugee 
camp near Mombassa, Kenya, eight 
years ago. 

She said: “After I lost touch with her 
I truly thought she was dead. The Red 
Cross did the most amazing thing and 
found her. 


“Words cannot describe how it felt to 
know she was still alive. ” 

Mrs Mohamoud and her family fled 
civil war in Somalia and lived in a 
refugee camp for nine years before 
making enough money from the sale of 
family heirlooms to buy two tickets to 
Britain. Together with her father, she 
left the country leaving behind her 
three-year-old son Zakary, her mother 
and brother. 

Although Zakary, now 14, joined her 
years later, her mother Zara returned 
to Somalia. Believing her mother was 
dead, Mrs Mohamoud made a life for 
herself in the UK, learning English, 


moving to Walsall and having another 
child Amina, now three. 

In 2011, on the advice of a friend, she 
contacted the Red Cross who eight 
months later found her mother alive 
and well.

She said: “I rushed straight home 
and bought a phone card so I could call 
my mum. She couldn’t believe it was 
me on the phone. She had thought I 
was dead and I thought she was dead, 
we were both crying so much. She 
didn’t even know she had another 
grandchild.”

Rich history of area that 
retains strong indentity 


LEAMORE, near Bloxwich, 
is first mentioned in 1420 
and was probably uninhab¬ 
ited heathland for cen¬ 
turies. 

By about 1775 a settlement grew 
around what is now Leamore Lane, 
Bloxwich Road and Green Lane. 

During the 1800s Leamore 
expanded, with coal mining and 
iron working the main industries. 

Off Leamore Lane, St. John’s 
mission church was built 1883, 
rebuilt 1931 and demolished 1967. 

A Wesleyan chapel was estab¬ 
lished in Broadstone (Bloxwich 
Road) in 1862-1864. 

It was demolished in 1963 when 
the Leamore flats were built, pre¬ 
ceded by Leamore Shopping 
Precinct. 

Council housing arrived in the 
late 1920s, and in the 1950s slums 
were replaced by a modern council 
estate, first known as Gypsy Lane 
and later Beechdale Estate. 

Leamore Primary School, 
Bloxwich Road, built 1872, opened 
in 1873 as a mixed board (council)

school. Extended in the late 1900s, 
it still thrives today. Christ Church 
C.E. Primary School, Harden Road, 
was built 1971 but replaced 2011- 
12 by a new circular building. W.R. 

Wheway Secondary Modern 
School opened in Hawbush Road in 
1954. Inl973 it was reorganised as 
Forest Comprehensive, later 
closing to become the Forest Arts 
Centre. 

An Art Deco cinema, The Rosum, 
was opened on Bloxwich Road in 
1935. It later became a bingo hall 
and is now Farm Foods. 

Now-lost Leamore pubs once 
included the Georgian Spread 
Eagle (rebuilt by 1932) and Red 
Lion (cl838, rebuilt early 1900s). 

The Tudor Old Black Horse 
(demolished cl880, replaced 1907 
by The Black Horse) and Georgian 
New Black Horse (replaced by the 
Butlers Arms in early 1900s), were 
on opposite corners of Harden Road 
and Bloxwich Road. Georgian 
coaching inn The Four Crosses, 
Green Lane, was rebuilt 1924. 

The only surviving historic 


Leamore pub is The Crown (early 
1900s) now closed, in Leamore 
Lane. The popular 1960s Railway 
Inn on the corner of Broadstone 
Avenue replaced a Victorian prede¬ 
cessor. 

Stubbs & James Iron Furnaces 
were built about 1802-6 with an 
associated colliery (1813) to the 
west of Leamore (now Beechdale 
Estate) in the early 1800s, as part of 
the Industrial Revolution. 

Forest Colliery was mined exten¬ 
sively during the 1800s, but by 
1902 was disused. 

This tiny urbanised hamlet has 
had a rich past. Today, while it 
needs regeneration, Leamore is 
still a good place to live with a 
strong identity.

work begins on revamp 
of a former factory site 


New store being built 



Construction work ploughs ahead on the new Co-op store in Walsall 


CONSTRUCTION of a new Co-op 
store which is creating more than 25 
jobs in Walsall is forging ahead with 
the main structure now in place. 

The 3,000 sq ft shop is being built 
on the former Vauxhall Motors site 
along the Broadway with an antici¬ 
pated completion date of November. 

Work on clearing the site started 
in June and the shape of the build¬ 
ing is now visible. 

Post 

The existing Midcounties post 
office which is based nearby will be 
relocated to the new store on the 
corner of Hawes Road. 

The Steve Thompson Vauxhall 
dealership was empty for two years 
after shutting in 2010 with the loss 
of 20 jobs. It had been trading for 40 


years. The business closed just five 
years after the site’s showroom had 
undergone a £250,000 revamp. It 
was put up for sale in 2009 following 
the retirement of owner Mr Thomp¬ 
son. Although the sister Vauxhall 
dealership in Eastern Avenue, Lich¬ 
field, was bought by Vertu Motors in 
a £2.8m deal, no buyer could be 
found for the Walsall building. 

Andy Cresswell, deputy chief 
executive of the Co-op, said: “We are 
delighted to be investing in an area 
where we already have a major pres¬ 
ence which includes a number of 
food stores, travel and funeral 
branches and regional offices.” 

It comes as 30 jobs will be created 
through the opening of another new 
Co-op store in Walsall Wood by the 
beginning of next year. 


WORK has begun on the multi¬ 
million pound revamp of a former 
landmark car factory in Walsall. 

Developers have revealed “a number” of 
firms had shown an interest in occupying a 
unit at the site of the former car parts 
factory GKN Driveline in Aldridge. 

Existing buildings are being renovated 
with new roofing, flooring and electrics to 
provide offices and warehouse space. Devel¬ 
opers say it is likely to be put on the market 
in 12 months’ time. 

Work is expected to continue into next 
year and it is hoped the development will 
allow firms the chance to expand without 
having to move out of the area, as well as 
bringing new businesses to the borough. 

Interest 

The manufacturing complex in Middle- 
more Lane is under the ownership and man¬ 
agement of Birmingham-based Property 
Link (Midlands). 

Sunny Singh, surveyor for the property 
agency, said: “There has already been quite 
a bit of interest for the site from local busi¬ 
nesses and businesses outside of the 
borough. It will probably be 12 months 
before it can be put on the market formally. ” 

“It is avast site,” he added. “There’s still 
much work to be done. The buildings 
already exist but there needs to be major 
refurbishment work such as new roofs, 
floors and electrics.” 

Up to £4 million is being invested in the 
347,125 sq ft site which was once occupied 
by more than 200 workers.

Double trouble leads 
to disaster for John 


W hat could be more exciting for 
an actor than landing a role in 
a star-studded new adaptation 
of a novel by Daphne du Maurier, the 
author who gave us Rebecca, The 
Birds and Don’t Look Now? 

Well, how about landing two roles? 
No wonder Matthew Rhys jumped at 
the chance to star in The Scapegoat 
(Sunday, ITV1,9pm). 

Set in 1952, it’s the story of John 
Standing and Johnny Spence, two very 
different men who nonetheless have a 
few things in common. 

They have the same initials, they’ve 
both reached a crossroads in their 
lives, and as you may have guessed 
from the fact they are both played by 
the same actor, they look absolutely 
identical. 

So how would Rhys describe the two 
characters: “I’ll begin with John 
Standing, who is a modest, quiet and 
demure young man with a slightly 
romantic take on the world. He finds 
himself being made redundant from his 
teaching position so decides to use the 
opportunity to go and see the world. 
“On the very same night of his 


sacking, he meets the very charming 
Johnny Spence, who has an equally 
Machiavellian side to him. 

‘They have this remarkable meeting 
where they both realise they look 
identical to one another. Knowing his 
own life is spiralling out of control, 
Johnny hatches a plan to switch roles 
with John.” 

The plan starts with the two of them 
hitting the bottle together, and in the 
morning Standing finds that his new 
lookalike friend is nowhere to be seen - 
but Spence’s chauffeur has turned up 
to bring his employer home, and is 
understandably sceptical when 
Standing insists there’s been a case of 
mistaken identity. 

While the other characters may 
struggle to tell Spence from Standing, 
Rhys managed not to get confused 
during filming. 

“It helped that they are such 
completely different men, with different 
characteristics and different goals. 

“It was more the technical side when 
they’re both sharing a scene together 
which made it slightly difficult, either 
through working with the double or 
reacting to a piece of tape!” 


Fortunately, he did have other 
co-stars so he wasn’t talking to himself 
throughout the entire shoot. Standing 
finds himself taking on Spence’s life, 
which includes a crumbling stately 
home chocked full of women, including 
a drug-addicted mother, an eccentric 
daughter, sister, and two mistresses. 

For Rhys, working with his female 
co-stars, who include Sheridan Smith, 
Eileen Atkins and Jodhi May was one 
of the highlights of the drama: “It was 
just glorious that they were all so 
different. It was fun going into Johnny’s 
world as John Standing when he’s met 
with this great wall of hatred from all 
these women.” 

The teacher eventually starts to get a 
grip on who’s who and starts to build 
bridges with them, even falling in love. 

But when Spence returns with evil 
intents, it looks like being someone else 
can have its disadvantages after all. 

Unless of course, you happen to be 
Rhys. He laughs: ‘All the lip-smacking 
revelry over evil deeds is just such a 
joy. I also get the opportunity to do all 
the bad things you’re not allowed to do 
as a normal, functioning member of 
society!”

versatile performer with style and comfort 


IT’S an odd phenomenon, but perhaps one 
which proves the theory of evolution as far 
as cars are concerned. 

In the austere days after World War II, the Land Rover 
was born as a rough, tough utility vehicle which so suited 



those times. Now its direct descendant is one of the most 
popular cars for celebrities, business leaders and the just 
plain wealthy of the 21st Century. 

At £66,729, that’s always going to be the Range Rover 
Sport’s potential customer base but then, compared to 
the potential opposition, these well-heeled drivers are 
getting a lot for their money. 

Well it’s arguably just as 
luxurious as a prestige limou¬ 
sine, but most rivals don’t 
have the Sport’s ‘family car 
for all reasons’ capability 
such as its go anywhere, in 
any conditions credentials, or 
its ability to make such light 
work of towing a caravan or 
horse box. 

The latest Range Rover 
Sport has undergone a major 
makeover, but don’t expect to 
spot the differences on the 
road or the executive car 
park. The real change is 
under the bonnet, with the 
proven three-litre V6 turbo 
diesel boosted from 242 to 
252bhp and a new eight- 
speed automatic gearbox 
(instead of six). 



The combination makes the upgraded car feel more 
lively, a bit quieter and smoother, although if you really 
want to, you can use the ‘Happy paddles’ on the steering 
wheel to hustle the car along windy A roads. 

You probably will as you settle in to the car, but it does 
the 0 to 60mph dash in a brisk 8.5 seconds anyway, so 
once the novelty has worn off there’s no real need: just 
leave the torquey power plant and silky smooth auto box 
to do their work. 

Consumption 

Perhaps remarkably, fuel consumption also increases 
from just over 30 to 32.1mpg and C02 emissions are 
down slightly to 230g/km. 

Despite appearances, the underpinnings of the Sport 
owe more to the Discovery than its ever so slightly bigger 
brother, the Range Rover. 

But ride comfort is actually better, especially when 
you tune the air suspension (at the touch of a button) to 
‘dynamic’ mode. It makes the car a little lower and 
firmer, with less roll and a more positive feel for tackling 
those typical A and B roads. 

This is where the Sport belongs: it really is more 
dynamic, better handling and more car-like in these sort 


of conditions than either its bigger brother or the Dis¬ 
covery. That might be seen as recognition by Land Rover 
that this is where the car will spend most of its time: it’s 
an off-roader for image purposes only and isn’t expected 
to do more than find a parking place on the gymkhana 
field. 

But that would be wrong: with the same “All 
Terrain’’system as its stablemates, the Sport’s driver 
can just dial in “mud and ruts”, “rocks” or any one of 
half a dozen settings to benefit from the same off-road 
ability. 

Inside, the Sport has had an upgrade to its sound 
system in terms of both output power and the number of 
speakers, which is designed to improve sound quality, 
particularly for those in the rear seats. 

The central touch-screen display also has dual-view 
option so, for example, you can still use the satnav while 
your passenger watches TV 

Another convenient feature to be added as standard is 
a power-operated tailgate, very useful if you’re return¬ 
ing to the car with the weekly shop, bulky cargo or a dog. 

These latest gadgets bring the car’s list of luxury fea¬ 
tures bang up to date, but there are a few things still on 
the options list.

The two-model petrol-only line-up 
starts with the G 350 BlueTec, which 
will cost £82,945 on the road. Produc¬ 
ing 208bhp, its V6 engine maintains 
the same fuel efficiency at 25.2mpg and 
295g/km of C02. 

Its specification has been increased 
and now incorporates new LED 


daytime running lights and a reworked 
interior that, for the first time, is fitted 
with Mercedes’ neat and efficient 
Comand Online interface. 

Also fitted as standard is Parktrnic; 
an audio and visual parking aid. New 
leather upholstery is fitted in conjunc¬ 
tion with heated front and rear seats. 

The second and range-topping 
model is the G 63 AMG, which com¬ 
bines near-540bhp clout with 5611b/ft 
of torque for immense muscle on- or 
off-road for £123,115. 

Its output figures are 37bhp and 
441b/ft up on the old G 55 AMG’s, but 
with a 13 per cent reduction in C02 


and a 15 per cent improvement in fuel 
economy, at 20.5mpg and 322g/km of 
C02. 

The G 63 has more silver and 
chrome exterior trim, special interior 
leather trim, liberally splashed AMG 
logos and the same Comand Online 
and Harman Kardon systems as the G 
350. It does, however, gain DAB radio. 

Every new G-Class is fitted with per¬ 
manent all-wheel drive, differential 
locks, four-wheel Electronic Traction 
System (4ETS) and a low-range gear 
reduction to ensure it remains a viable 
and adept off-road vehicle.

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Ford takes 
concept to 
a new level 



SINCE the rise of the recent downsizing 
trend, adding value to small car platforms has 
become key to securing sales whether 
buyers are trading up or down. 

Ford hopes its new B-Max compact people carrier will 
tempt buyers from both sides of the financial fence, with its 
mix of practicality, kit, looks and clever sliding rear doors. 

You read that right: rear sliding doors on a car based on a 
Fiesta platform. And yes, you can’t see the B-pillar with the 
doors open because there isn’t one. 

The preceding years have seen Ford become increasingly 
proactive in developing interesting technology. The B-Max 
certainly fulfils this notion by ditching the traditional B- 
pillars. Granted, rear sliding doors are hardly a new 
concept, but they are on something this small. We’ve seen 
them on big MPVs for years and the main benefits are well 
known: ease of use and the ability to access and egress the 
car in tight spaces. Why shouldn’t small cars be any differ¬ 
ent? 

Ford has taken the concept a step further, however, by 
ditching the conventional fixed B-pillar in favour of incor¬ 
porating it in the doors themselves. When shut, the doors’ 
in-built strength and strategically placed locking points on 
the body deliver comparable rigidity and crash protection to 
a regular car. The result is more space when the doors are 
opened, which should make tending to children in the rear 
seats easier and boost loading flexibility. 

The B-Max is more than just a pair of fancy sliding doors, 
though. The car has been engineered with fold-flat rear 
seats and a fold-forward front passenger seat to enable long 
or bulky items to be carried with little effort. That the 
respective folding mechanisms are of the one-hand variety 
adds to the car’s appeal. 

The flexible boot floor liberates even more space for valu¬ 
ables, which is further proof of the car’s family-friendly cre¬ 
dentials. 

Space inside the cabin is also generous, with ample head 
and legroom both fore and aft. Children might be more 
regular rear seat passengers than adults but you’re unlikely 
to hear complaints from the latter even on long journeys. 

Up front the B-Max’s layout boasts numerous similari¬ 
ties with the Fiesta and Focus, which ensures that every¬ 
thing is close to hand and the various main controls and 
displays are intuitive and easy to operate respectively. 

Minimise 

This trickle-down approach also extends to the availabil¬ 
ity of new kit such as keyless entry and ignition, plus an 
auto stop city braking system designed to minimise low- 
speed accidents. 

Worth an extra mention is Ford’s SYNC technology, 
which combines Bluetooth, phone and music player connec¬ 
tivity along with voice control, phone message handling and 
an SOS function linked to a response service. Granted, this 
package isn’t new but Ford’s approach does make it more 
useable than most others. 

Clearly the B-Max has a lot going for it. In the MPV 
market - large or small - focus is usually on a car’s versatil¬ 
ity and practicality. 

Unfortunately it’s often at the expense of driving ability, 
which is why most tin boxes disappoint. 

Not so the B-Max, and it’s the final reason why Ford’s 
small people carrier deserves to be in the spotlight. 

Maintaining the current downsizing trend and following 
the Focus, the B-Max gets Ford’s innovative three-cylinder, 
1.0-litre petrol engine. Tested in 120 horsepower guise 
(there’s also a 100 horsepower option), it offers a good 
balance of performance, economy and modest C02 output. 

In high-power trim, it easily copes with a fully loaded car 
and is capable of maintaining motorway speeds without 
complaint. 

More familiar petrol and diesel motors complete the B- 
Max’s line-up in 1.4 guise and a 1.5 and 1.6 pairing respec¬ 
tively. That last unit is also an agreeable performer, and 
although it offers a torquey performance to aid progress up 
hills, there’s no denying that Ford’s EcoBoost-branded 
three-pot petrol engine is a star performer. 

The biggest surprise is the way the B-Max drives, 
however. For a tall-ish compact people carrier, there’s very 
little pitch and roll when on the move, while the various con¬ 
trols - brakes, steering, gearshift - possess a weighty accu¬ 
racy that’s missing from rivals. 

In short, the B-Max drives like a regular, well-sorted 
family hatchback. Only this shouldn’t really be a surprise 
given Ford’s form since it introduced the very first Focus. A 
refined yet engaging driving experience has been a common 
trait of all cars since that landmark launch. 

And such attributes combined with the B-Max’s practi¬ 
cal, spacious and high-quality cabin - plus those sliding 
doors - conspire to make the B-Max the stand-out choice in 
the market.

boxing boom with two opening in less than 
three months. Darlaston ABC opened in 
June at Unit B on the Alma Industrial 
Estate under head trainer Dennis Daley, 
who moved from Wolverhampton ABC.

Mann is a regular in the corner at West 
Midlands professional boxing events and 
follows the region’s fighters around the 
country for their ring assignments. 

Downing, 32, boxed professionally until 
retiring for a second time last year but is still 
heavily involved in the sport in a behind- 
the-scenes role.

GOLDEN GIRL Ellie Simmonds welcomed 
Prime Ministers past and present into ‘her 
house’ as she claimed a second Paralympics 
victory. 

The Walsall star added the SM6 200m individual medley 
crown to her success in the 400m freestyle. 

Prime Minister David Cameron and former premier 
Gordon Brown witnessed a second gold in world record 
time, and it was Cameron who presented the 17-year-old 
with her medal, although not to universal approval. 


Fifth after the butterfly 
leg and fourth at halfway, 
Simmonds made her way up 
to second at the final turn 
where she produced a blis¬ 
tering freestyle 
1.38seconds faster than 
anyone in the field - to touch 
in three minutes 05.39sec. 

Victory sent the Aquatics 
Centre into a frenzy as with 
her S6 400m freestyle win 
earlier in the Games. 

While Cameron was not 
greeted with universal 
applause on being intro¬ 
duced prior to the medal cer¬ 
emony, any boos were 
drowned out by the raucous 
cheers and feelgood factor. 

Place 

It was not the pair’s first 
meeting. Simmonds, who 
has dwarfism, said: “I’ve 
met him at his house, in No. 
10. It’s great to meet him in 
my place, at the pool.” 

The 17-y ear-old from 
Aldridge had also won her 
200m medley heat - knock¬ 
ing 1.13sec off the world 
record she set in March. 

“I was quite surprised this 
was a world record,” she said 
after the heat. “I didn’t see 
what the time was but the 
crowd were going wild.” 

An estimated 2.9m 
viewers tuned in on Satur¬ 
day to see her enthralling 
victory in the 400m 
freestyle. Simmonds’ chief 
rival in the race, American

Victoria Arlen, had broken 
the Walsall star’s world 
record earlier in the 
summer. 

Arlen led from the off, 
cutting smoothly through 
the water. But the high 
stroke rate of the explosive 
Simmonds gradually reeled 
in her rival and as they 
turned for home in the last 
50m, it was anyone’s race. 

Simmonds, who confessed 
afterwards “I was 
exhausted”, summoned up 
one last effort to hit the 
front and would not be 
denied. 

Her father Steve Sim¬ 
monds described her reac¬ 
tion to the victory. 

“You could see her look up 
at the time, a big smile come 
up on her face and she 
started to lose it,” he said. 

Simmonds smashed the 
old record by five seconds to 
defend her Paralympic title 
in a time of 5min 19.17sec. 
She is also competing in the 
S6 50m and 100m freestyle 
events. 

Meanwhile, Channel 4 has 
extended its Paralympics 
coverage after millions more 
viewers than expected tuned 
in to watch the competition. 
It will broadcast daily Para¬ 
lympics coverage for almost 
16 hours.
